"The borders along the public 'highways 


and country roads are too often the seed-beili, 
of noxious weeds. This is often the case 
also along the railroads. 
Along the latter the 


passt-ing freight cars are constantly jolting off 
and distributinc injurious weedseeds from 
remote places. This evil is increasing each 
year, and the adjacent fields show the had 
effects: During the present season in Mary- 
land the fields have been dolted'willt the 
common white daisies to an extent that 
actually threatens the crowding ont-of the 
grasses and clovers in the meadows. 
In 


Baltimore countv (here are roads where the 
sow-thistle, teazle, wild carrot and many 
other noxious weeds arc annually allowed to 
grow in rank profusion. The' winds and 
birds are among Ihe agencies that distribute 
weedseeds over the country, and year by 
year they are gaining a strong foothold .it 
the expense of the crops. In some States 
there are county laws which require the 
roadsides and fence-corners to be kept clear 
of weeds. Such laws are of great benefit and 
materially assist the farmer to keep his field 
free from 
Baltimore .SV;i.

The resolution of Mr. Tucker relating 


to the election of Senators, will proba- 
bly soon be presented to the House of 
Representatives, with a favorable report 
of the committee. In order to become 
effective this bill must receive the vote 
ot two-thirds or the members of each 
House of Congress and then must be 
ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the States or by conventions 
in three-fourths ot the States. 
The 


proposed amendment provides that upon 
the expiration of the terms of the pres- 
ent Senators their successors shall be 
elected by a direct vote of the people in 
the several States. 


As at present constituted the Senators, 


many of them, represent neither the 
people of the States nor the Legislatures, 
but themselves only. Instead of being 
elected by the Legislatures are often 
selected by them. Instead of receiving 
their instructions from the Legislatures, 
the reverse is the case. Members of the 
State Legislature are selected not with a 
view to attending to thi; proper and con- 
stitutoinal duties of the place, but to 
vote for this or that boss or tlie man 
Friday of this or that boss for the Sen- 
ate.

thousand Republican majority, a Re- 
publican convention would be very slow 
to put Quay on the ticket.

ANY person erecting and maintaining 


a public watering trough along any high- 
way, easily accessible to horses and cat- 
tle, can under a law of 1SS« draw $-3 a 
year from the county treasury. All 
such troughs must be confined to a 
length of road not less than five miles. 
and be so constructed as to accommodate 
horses and cattle with safety for those 
in charge of them. No pay will be 
granted for more than one fountain on 
a llve-rnile length of road, though any 
person may erect a trough who chooses 
to do it as a public benefit. When this 
law is more generally understood, there 
will be such troughs on every live miles 
of road in Pennsylvania.—K.e.

CRIMSON CLOVER OTEMED OF OREAT 


\ 4LUK IN V \x\ SkCTIONS 


Within the past five years there has 


been quite a resolution in methods of 
farming due to the innovation of scarlet 
(orcrimson) clover in some section, and 
its advantages cannot easily be estimat- 
ed. Red clover, as is well known, is 
biennial. The seed is sown in the spring 
on wheat or some other shading crop 
the laud being occupied by it until the 
following summer, when it is moved foi 
haj, the second growth beiog for the pio 
duction of seed. Crimson clover is an 
annual, the seed being sown m August 
or even as late as September, and the 
crop moved m 3Iaj or June 
The ad- 


vantage of this is that while the red 
clover must be seeded down early in the 
spring, and on certain plots of ground, 
the crimson variety may be seeded on 
nearly all kinds of soils, and on wheat 
corn, rye, or oats land after the gram 
crop has been removed It also gives a 
surer "catch," and may be reseeded 
should the plants be thin, and as it starts 
off early in the spring it tnav be mo» ed 
and gotten out of the wav eaih ioi 
another crop of some kind 


CKIMSON CLO\ Ml ON LIGHT SOU S 
Crimson clover, thiough belonging to 


the legumes, 13 better adapted to light 
soils than is the red 
While it gives the 


best results on rich laud, and espoci illj 
on well prepared soil, vet this season lias 
demonstrated that it will giow almost

The wheat harvest >s the busy season 


of tlie summer, and the land on wind 
the wheat is grown receives but 1 ttlp 
consideration after the crop is remo\ed 
The same may be said of the corn 1 iml 
As clover is usually seeded on wheat 
the removal of the wheat crop gnes 
tlie clover the possession of the land 
until next season, but if the c'over does 
not make a good stand, and is not worth 
retaining, weeds will grow an! produce 
seeds, especially if thecloier seed used 
« as not clean 
Some farmers turn sheep 


on such stubble fields, but after the sheep 
na\e worked over the field the land 
should, be plowed to start the seeds of 
•needs,and may eitnbe plowed again 
with benefit if the iceds are verv thick

V) plowing under a crop of weeds and 


applying about 20 bushels of lime per 
acre on the surface of the laud there 
will be a more rapid formation of Imraus 
m the soil, as the lime assists m this 
fornxUion by its chemical action and it 
is to the assistance of lime in the gaining 
and storing of nitrogen in the soil that 
the benefli lal effects of lime are so no- 
ticeable Icng after its use. 
Even on 


limestone soils the application of freshlv 
slacked lime pnnes beneficial, as it pos- 
sesses alkaline properties which differ 
from the insoluble carbonate of lime 
existing in limestone soils 
When the 


stubble Held is plowed under the lime is 
being applied on the surface, the rams 
wJl carry the lime downward, and, as 
,ts effects are slow, the lime is given 
more tame from now until spring 
It .s 


better to apply the lime at time of plow- 
ing, and it is also better to plow during 
the summer m order to k ill off the « eeds 
on the land 


WEEDS ON COKN LAND 


Tlie same may la said of the land now 


in corn 
Take off the corn and plow it. 


Xo corn crop is so thoroughly worked as 
to ha\e all the grass and weeds destroy- 
ed 
It is true that but few weeds may 


be seen and tne land may appear appar- 
ently cleau, but only a few weeds are 
sufficient to seed down a new crop for 
next year, thus entailing tLe labor of 
their extermination at a time when work 
is pressing. The late plowing permits 
the frost to go down into the soil aud 
assist in reducing it, while breaking up 
the soil hastens the decomposition of 
materials left in the cornneld. 
It is 


when the grass and weeds are green that 
they decompose quickly, as they are then 
largely composed of water, but when 
dry they sometimes remain undecompos- 
ed for a loag time. Lime not only hast- 
ens the process of decomposition, but is 
of itself food for plants and assists m 
promoting growth 
It is from the stub- 


ble Bdd that weeds are mostly spread 
and this should ne\er be allowed. 


TBE first thing to remember about 


scarlet clover is that it is an annual— 
that is, when it once produces seed 
there is an end of that plant. It is like 
com or wheat in this respect—not like 
timothy, which will yield crop after crop 
of seed and still grow. Scarlet clover 
may, however, says Rural Xew Yorker, 
be sowed in the spring and clipped or 
postured in the fall before the head» form. 
If then kept through the winter, it will 
j leld a crop of seed the next vear 
That 


really means two crops from it.
